For a period of nine years he 
discharged the duties of Minister of Justice of this Dominion with 
singular ability, rising almost at once upon his entering the House of 
Commons to a foremost position in that legislative body, for the last 
two years, during which he had occupied the position of Prime Min- 
ister of Canada, he has exhibited a capacity for the administration of 
public affairs and devotion of his great talents to the service of his 
Country, which has been the admiration of all classes, wh-ther 
agreeins with his political opinions or not. We regard his death as a 
public calamity, and desire to join in the sorrow of the entire Do- 
minien, that, under such peculiarly sad circumstances almost in the 
immediate presence of his Sovereign, at Windsor Castle, one of Can- 
ada’s greatest sons should be called from the Nation’s Councils, and 
from the tender ties of family and friends. We desire further to ex- 
press our sincere sympathy with Lady Thompson and the members 
of her family in the great sorrow that has so suddenly fallen upon 
them ; and it is resolved that an engrossed copy of this resolution 
signed by the Warden and Clerk be forwarded to Lady Thompson.
